In style, the Bible Commentary will be plain and 
practical, not entering in great detail upon those 
nice points which are of interest only to the critic 
and scholar, but still explaining thoroughly and 
familiarly all passages the meaning of which mis- 
interpretation or misrepresentation has obscured.

In this field he has had illustrious 
predecessors—Bossuet in France, Newton in Eng- 
land, and Bengel in Germany—and his work proves 
his fitness to follow in such worthy footsteps. His 
style has all the directness, compactness, and pun- 
gency that we should naturally expect from a man 
of intense convictions, and particularly from any 
leading member of the new school of evangelical 
Swiss theologians. The German edition has been 
prepared by Dr. Frederick Merschmann. 

The appearance of a fourth edition of Schmid’s 
“* Biblische Theologie des neuen Testaments’’ shows 
that this favorite work is not losing its hold on the 
popular mind. It has been prepared under the 
general supervision of Dr. C. Weizsiicker (the author 
being deceased), but this new edition has been 
eared for specially by Dr. A. Heller. One would

Constantine’s assuming con- 
trol over the church, and legally making Chris- 
tianity the State religion, was really the parent of 
all the perversions and curses that the church has 
had to suffer. When one reflects on the present 
position of Gregory the Great’s successor—which is 
but little removed from that of a captive, with his 
capital gone—and recalls some of the old tenets of 
Gregory: that “the Pope can displace the Emperor ; 

that the “Roman Church never erred, and will 
never err, according to the Holy Scriptures ;”’ that 
“the Roman Bishop, then canonically elected, be- 
comes unquestionably holy, through the merit of 
Peter,” it seems like one of the ironies of history 
more eloquent than any language. 

Professor Baxmann holds, at the close of his 
work, that the principles of the Gregories continue 
still to be those of the papacy. “ Rome’s methods, 
he says, “remain the same. But history has al- 
ready pronounced judgment on its most eminent 
politicians.” And these significant words were 
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written before Victor Emanuel’s troops entered | 


Rome in the fall of 1870, and before the Italian 
Parliament declared, thereafter, the city of the 
Popes to be its future capital ! 

The publication of the popular theological cyclo- 
pedia, the “Theologisches Universal Lexikon,” 
goes steadily on. We have heretofore called atten- 
tion to some of the earlier numbers, and we have 
at hand the 12th and 13th instalments, which 
bring the work down to the word “ Myth.’’ The 
articles are, for the most part, brief, and yet in 
sufficient copiousness. The topic of missions, ar- 
ranged under appropriate subdivisions, embraces 
about ten pages. The article on Methodism is 
treated, we regret to say, in an unfair spirit, and 
the statistics are altogether too old for a work just 
passing through the press. For instance, the two 
great Methodist bodies of the United States are 
set down at only 1,600,000! No Methodist work 
since 1857 is taken as authority, and Stevens’s 
Histories are not even mentioned in the literature. 
The topics bearing special reference to Germany, 
and the continent in general, are handled fully, 
but foreign sources are used as much, in the main, 
as could be expected in a work designed chiefly for 
theGerman public. The price is cheap, at the as- 
tonishingly low rate of twelve cents for every 
eighty pages. The publication is designed chiefly 
for laymen, the theological world being already pro- 
vided for by the elaborate work of Herzog. 

Prof. Sholten, of Leyden University, soon finds a 
German translator and publisher for his works. His 
“Attestes Evangelium” has been translated by Dr. 
Redepenning, under the author’s supervision. Pro- 
fessor S. is one of the standard-bearers of the so- 
cailed “ Modern Theology” of Holland, which is the 
Dutch rationalistic school. He aims to show that 
the present assumed date of authorship of the gos- 
pelsis incorrect. The Gospel of Matthew, he holds, 
is neither the original nor second form, but the third. 
The conclusion of Mark’s Gospel is unauthentic, 
and was compiled from Luke, John, and the Acts 
of the Apostles. The first three Gospels of Mat- 
thew, Mark, and Luke were originally anonymous 
writings, intended only for the living generation. 
The authors had a good purpose—they wished to 
furnish a correct account of the deeds of Christ, but 
without their intention, they were controlled by 
doctrinal views, which, in view of the conflicts of 
the times, were peculiar to each of them. They 
made no claim to inspiration, but furnished, as 
others before them had done, an account of events 
which seemed to them correct ; they had no thought 
of their writings being worthy of regard as cano- 
nical and unerring; and this view prevailed until 
the second century. This is the outline which the 
author attempts to fill up, but after he has done it, 
we find ourselves unconvinced by his arguments. 
He differs from other doubters of the same school, 
and his views seem to us to rest upon the same 
uohistorical basis as theirs. There is total and 
irremediable disharmony among the doubters on 
the divine authority of the Scriptures; Rénan, 
Strauss, Baur, Hitzig, Scholten, and the rest being 
a8 irreconcilable with each other, as they all claim 
the sacred writings to be with historical verity. 
Tks unanimity which they strive to counteract and 
destroy would, if they were successful, have nothing 
but hopeless diversity and self-contradiction to 
take its place. 

Professor Scholten is, however, a serious doubter, 
not a reckless scoffer, and this new point of his 
busy pen displays a painstaking industry worthy 
of @ better object.

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OBITUARY. 


The mortality among authors, artists, actors, and 
men of science, since the beginning of 1871, has 
been unusually great. e subjoin notices of the 
principal losses, so far as we have been able to as- 
certain them. 

Sir Geores Hayter, Sergeant-Painter to Queen 
Victoria since 1841, has died at the advanved age 
of 79, having been born in January, 1792. His 
father, who taught perspective to the Princess Char- 
lotte of Wales, had him placed in the navy as 
midshipman, but he remained a very short time in 
the service, and, at the age of 17, set up for him- 
self as a miniature painter. He studied in Rome 
from 1816 to 1819, and returning to England, es- 
tablished himself in London as an historical and 
portrait painter. In 1842 he was knighted. A 
large and important picture of his was the House 
of Commons, during a debate on the Reform Bill, 
in 1831, containing numerous portraits of distin- 
guished publicists and statesmen. He wrote the 
Appendix to the “ Hortus Ericeus Woburnensis,” 
on the classification of colors, with a diagram con- 
taining 132 tints, with nomenclature. He was 
member of the Academies of St. Luke in Rome, 
Bologna, Florence, and Vienna. In 1829, he was 
made Knight of the Order of the Lion and Sun of 
Persia. 

The Rev. Henry MELvILt is also among the losses 
of the new year. He was born in 1798, distin- 
guished himself highly at the University of Cam- 
bridge, and having taken holy orders, was appointed 
Minister of Camden Church, Camberwell, in 1830, 
where he distinguished himself as a good pastor, 
and a truly eloquent preacher. In 1840, the Duke 
of Wellington, who was Constable of the Tower of 
London, appointed him Chaplain of that fortress, 
with the incumbency of the church within its 
limits. In 1840 he was appointed to what is known 
as the “Golden’’ Lectureship of St. Margaret’s, 
Lothbury (in the city of London), which he re- 
signed in 1856, on being promoted to a canonry in 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, and he subsequently was the 
recipient of other lucrative appointments in the 
Church of England, including a chaplaincy to the 
Queen. In 1843 he was made Principal of the 
East India College at Haileybury, Herts, and held 
that office until 1859, when the institution was dis- 
endowed. He published numerous volumes of 
sermons, and a few other religious books. He re- 
fused a Bishopric more than once, not caring to 
take upon himself its responsibility and labors, and 
already, from his numerous church preferments, 
having a much larger income than any of the 
Bishops, except those of London, Durham, and 
Winchester. Of late years Mr. Melvill rarely 
preached, but was distinguished by his eloquence 
to the last. Many of his sermons have been re- 
published in the United States. Their effect, how- 
ever, depended on his nearly faultless delivery. 


Dr. ALrorD, Dean of Canterbury, has also passed 
away. Born in 1810, his father being a country 
clergyman, he published a volume of poems in 
1831, was elected Fellow of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, in 1834, published “ The school of the Heart, 
and other Poems,” in 1835, and from that year un- 
til 1853, was incumbent of a vicarage in Leicester- 
shire. From 1853 to 1857, when he was appointed 
Dean of Canterbury, he was Minister of a metro- 
politan chapel, where his eloquence was very at- 
tractive. He was a man of ripe scholarship, and 
his edition of the Greek Testament, in four volumes, 
with a revised text and English commentary, was 
the work of twenty years. He translated Homer’s 
Odyssey into English eleven-syllable blank verse, 
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produced several volumes of graceful poetry, and 
sundry books of travel; his last, published at 
Christmas, being a beautiful collection of views 
along the Riviera, sketched by his pencil, and de- 
scribed by his pen. He wrote a treatise on English 
grammar, called “ The Queen’s English,’’ which was 
assailed, with more sauciness than success, by a 
Mr. Moon, in a volume entitled “The Dean’s Eng- 
lish.”” For some time, Dean Alford edited the “ Con- 
temporary Review.” Altogether he was a highly 
accomplished scholar and agreeable writer. 


Dr. THomas Mayo, formerly President of the 
College of Physicians, London, and author of sev- 
eral professional works, of which a treatise “On 
Medical Testimony and Evidence in Cases of Lu- 
nacy, with Essays on Soundness of Mind,” is best 
known, died at Corsham, in Wiltshire, on the 13th 
January, in his seventy-first year. 


Si Wituiam VERNER, who is described as “a 
Peninsular and Parliamentary veteran, having 
served in Spain and Portugal with Wellington, 
1808-14, and been a member of the House of Com- 
mons for thirty-six years, has died at the age of 
eighty-six. He was author of a very spirited poem, 
entitled “The Battle of the Diamond.”’ 


Vicrorta, second daughter of the late Michael 
William Balfe, musical composer, has followed her 
gifted father. She was born in 1837, appeared as 
a singer in the London season of 1857, and sang 
with brilliant success in Italy, St. Petersburg, and 
England in the two following years. In March, 
1860 she was married to Sir John Crampton, then 
British Minister to Russia, but she successfully 
sued out a divorce in 1863, and soon after married 
the Duke of Trias, a Grandee of Spain, by whom 
she had three children. She was lovely alike in 
mind and features, and, besides being a splendid 
singer, composed several melodies of high merit. 

Mr. ALEXANDER Monro, a Scottish sculptor, born 
in 1825, and equally beloved and honored for his 
gentle manners and high ability, has died at Can- 
nes, in the South of France, whither he had gone 
in bad health. He was one of the most rising of 
the English school, and had he lived would pro- 
bably have become its head. 

Mr. Pav Beprorp, long the low comedian of the 
Adelphi Theatre, London, whose death occurred 
last month, had been half a century on the stage. 
Not long ago he published a volume of his theatri- 
cal reminiscences. He was seventy-two years old. 

Mrs. Epwarp Tuomas, an English author, whose 
five-act drama “The Wife’s Tragedy’’ was lately 
produced at one of the London theatres is dead. 
She was widow of a clergyman, and author of 
several poems and other works.

The first volume of these Notes on the New Tes- 
tament was published in 1832, and the others at 
intervals between that year and 1851. The pub- 
lishers have resolved to issue a new edition of all 
of the author’s volumes on the New Testament. 
They have been fully and carefully revised and 
improved, so as to correspond with the present state 
of biblical knowledge. The preface states that 
since the first edition of the Gospels was issued 
more than five hundred and fifty thousand volumes 
have been sold in this country, and probably a 
larger number in Great Britain, and that it has 
been translated, in whole or in part, into the Welsh, 
French, and Tamil languages. No material change 
has been made in the character and plan of the 
work, yet it has been improved generally. The 
text has been thoroughly revised, abridged in some 
places, and new matter embodied in others. Nu- 
merous pictorial illustrations have been added, 
and all the later sources of information have been 
consulted. The recent death of the gifted author 
imparts a melancholy interest to this new edition, 
and renders especially impressive that portion of 
his preface in which he says: “Nor can I be in- 
sensible to the fact that, in the form in which these 
volumes now go forth to the public, I may continue, 
though dead, to speak to the living, and that the 
work may be exerting an influence on immortal 
minds when I am in the eternal world.”

The recent appearance of the second volume of 
Allibone’s Dictionary furnished us an appropriate 
Sccasion for expressing our high regard for the 
value of the work and for the zeal with which the 
author, for about twenty years, has devoted him- 
self to it. It is doubtless with pleasure that the 
public will now receive the announcement that this 


my friend, Joshua B. Lippincott, whose enterprise 
enables me to give to the world the completion of 
this work, I dedicate the second and third volumes 
of the Dictionary of Authors.” At the close of the 
volume we find this valedictory: “I have this day 
[May 29, 1866] written the last line of the last 
page of a work which I projected in 1850, and com- 
menced preparing for the printer on August 1, 1853. 
My first emotion is a feeling of profound gratitude to 
that Almighty Being, ‘ without whose help all labor 
is ineffectual, and without whose grace all wisdom is 
folly,’ by whom my life has been prolonged, and 
my health preserved until I have thus brought to 
a happy consummation the object of so much deep 
solicitude, absorbing labor and anxious care.” 
Appended to the volume are indexes, forty innum- 
ber, in which the subjects treated of by the differ- 
ent authors are arranged systematically, and the 
names of the respective authors are distributed 
according to the department of literature or science 
to which they severally belong. The total num- 
ber of names in the indexes is 75,158. As some 
of the authors, however, appear under several 
heads, the sum total of entries in the indexes ex- 
ceeds the number of names in the body of the 
work, which is stated to be 46,499. It is some- 
what curious to note the number of authors of 
names of common occurrence ; thus, under Smith, 
we have 810; Jones, 189; Brown and Browne, 
180; Clark and Clarke, 153; Davies and Davis, 
118; Johnson, 110; Moore, 114; Parker, 118; 
Richardson, 115; Roberts, 105; Robertson, 111; 
Robinson, 148; Rogers, 115; Scott, 189; Stewart, 
102; Taylor, 251; Thomas, 120; Thompson, 138; 
Thomson, 137; Turner, 120; Walker, 163; Ward, 
101; Watson, 113; White, 202; Williams, 325 ; 
Wilson, 330; Wood, 162; Wright, 168: Young, 
147. The Dictionary of Authors is indispensable 
to all who are brought into frequent contact with 
books, and the author deserves and will receive 
the thanks of all readers and students for having 
devoted so much time, labor, and research to the 
work.

Mr. Rolfe became quite favorably known by his 
excellent edition of Craik’s ‘‘ English of Shaks- 
re.” His aim, as he states it, is simply to edit 
this English classic for school and home reading 
in essentially the same way as Greek and Latin 
classics are edited for educational purposes. The 
chief requisites in such a book are deemed by him 
to be a pure text (expurgated if necessary), and 
notes for its thorough elucidation and expression. 

Each of these he has sought to accomplish, taking 

the text of the folio of 1623, collated with otber 

readings, and the notes are original as well as 
selected. 


A German Reader, to succeed the German Course. 
By George F. Comfort, A.M. pp. xvi., 432. New 
York: Harper & Brothers. 

The present volume is intended especially for the 
use of students in colleges, academies, and high 
schools who have finished the author’s “German 
Course.’’ The selections are made from the best 
German writers of the present century, but due 
prominence is given to the language of the present 
day as employed by the leading writers of the last 
twenty years. The passages are varied, consisting 
of both prose and poetry. Explanations are given 
of the more difficult expressions and idioms, and a 
vocabulary is added. 


Dr. A. Baskerville’s Practisches Lehrbuch der Eng- 
lischen Sprache.

Baskerville’s method of inducting a German into

HISTORY AND BIOGRAPHY. 


The Life of John Adams. Begun by John Quincy 
Adams; completed by Charles Francis Adams. 
Revised and Corrected. pp. xiii., 499, 416. 
Philadelphia: J. B. Lippincott. 

The basis of the present memoir is the biography 
of John Adams, which formed a portion of his col- 
lected works in ten volumes, edited by his grand- 
son, Charles Francis Adams, which appeared in 
1850-’56. There has been a careful revisal of the 
last of the biography, and such errors as have been 
detected or pointed out have been corrected. Some 
alterations and additions have been called for by the 
disclosure of later evidence, bearing upon matter 
before in doubt, in publications both English and 
American. The strictures founded on the course of 
British statesmen, as well as of the nation collectively 
towards this country, are left to stand very much 
as they were. Mr. Charles Francis Adams says in 
his preface that the Life, as originally prepared by 
him, has been before the world fourteen years, and 
that during that interval he has not been able to 
ascertain that there has been any disapproval of 
a single important statement of fact contained in it ; 
but that, on the contrary,a very considerable num- 
ber of its statements have been confirmed from 
wholly independent sources. It is certainly an 
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important contribution to our early political hig. 
tory, and the separate form in which it is now 
sented will render it more generally accessible. 


A Manual of Ancient History, from the Earliest 
Times to the Fall of the Western Empire. Com- 
prising the History of Chaldea, Assyria, Media, 
Babylonia, Lydia, Pheenicia, Syria, Judea, Egypt, 
Carthage, Persia, Greece, Macedonia, Parthia, 
and Rome. By George Rawlinson, M.A. §8vo, 
pp. 633. New York: Harper & Bros. 


The merits of this work are, the conciseness of 
its arrangements, the great care manifested in giv- 
ing authorities, and the extent of the field which it 
covers. The highest critical authorities, in both 
England and America, have pronounced most fa- 
vorable opinions of its accuracy. Its author is 
the Camden Professor of Ancient History in the 
University of Oxford, and is himself an acknow- 
ledge authority upon the subject of which this vol- 
ume treats. The present work has been modelled 
after that of Professor Heeren, and extends over 
the same period, and treats, for the most part, of 
the same nations. But it has the advantage over 
Heeren’s book, which was only written up to the 
year 1828, of having incorporated all the ascer- 
tained results of modern research and discovery. 
It is a model text-book, clear and brief in its state- 
ments, easy of reference, and giving numberless 
references to works by various writers, on specific 
portions of the subject. Its bibliographical notes 
alone exhibit the result of many years’ careful 
and laborious research. To the student or general 
reader, this compend will be found invaluable, and 
as a text-book, it is far in advance of any work of 
the kind hitherto published. The publishers have 
produced the volume in a most handy form, the 
typography is clear and large, and the price f the 
book such as places it within the reach of all.

Building Stones. By Mrs. Julia P. Ballard. pp.

This is a juvenile work, which, in binding and 
typography, and in its pictorial illustrations, is 
quite attractive. Nor is the text wanting in its 
own excellence.

LEGAL 


The Law of Wills. By Isaac F. Redfield, LL. D. 
Second Edition, Parts II. and III. pp. Ixxxvii., 
639 ; Ixxx., 681. Boston: Little, Brown & Co. 


There are but few heads of the law of more prac- 
tical importance than that which relates to wills, 
and it has been a considerable period of time since 
we have had a new and thorough exposition of the 
subject. Heretofore, the bar had to be content 
with the English works of Williams on Executors, 
and Roper on Legacies, with the supplementary 
notes of American editors. Ex-Judge Redfield has 
taken the matter in hand, and has devoted a great 
deal of time and careful research, to the prepara- 
tion of his “Law of Wills,” the second and th 
volumes of which revised and enlarged have just 
been received. In the second volume, he treats

construction, discharge, and mode of enfo 
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In the third volume, he discusses the Probate of 
Wills, the Duties of Executors, Administrators, and 
other Testamentary Trustees, and the settlement 
and distribution of estates, with the law of trusts. 
In this, the second edition of his earlier works, the 
general subject has been explained by the addition 
of new and important matter, the number of refer- 
ences has been greatly increased, and the autho- 
rities have been brought down to the date of pub- 
lication. Probably all that will be found essential 
to the practitioner is contained in these volumes, 
and they undoubtedly present a systematic, full, 
and perspicuous exhibition of the law on the sub- 
ject. It is quite evident, upon even a cursory 
inspection, that the work embraces much original 
thought, for in the text and the notes, we not only 
find references to, and extracts from a string of 
cases, such as the Digests would furnish, but much 
of comparison, criticism, and comment, thus show- 
ing that what is written has really passed through 
the author’s mind, and became subject of careful 
reflection. 

The House of Lords Cases on Appeals, and Writs 
of Error, and Claims of Peerage. By Charles 
Clark, Esq. Vol. VI. and VII. Boston: Little, 
Brown & Co. 

The cases decided by the House of Lords are of 
supreme authority in England, being an exposition 
of the law by the ultimate appellate tribunal. 
They consequently present the law upon the ques- 
tions adjudicated in its final and binding form. 
The volumes containing these reports have never 
been reproduced in this country, and would only be 
consulted in public libraries or procured by those 
members of the profession who could afford to im- 
port them, notwithstanding the costly rates at 
which they were sold in England. This circum- 
stance has been a grievous disadvantage to the 
general body of American practitioners. Little, 
Brown & Co., with that energy which characterizes 
the legal as well as the literary department of their 
business, have proposed to remedy this incon- 
venience by republishing the House of Lords 
Cases, with improvements upon the English edi- 
tion, and yet, at a price which will bring them 
within the reach of the profession of this country. 
The sixth and seventh volumes coming down to 
1860, are before us, and the whole series will be 
rapidly completed. This is one of the most im- 
portant of recent additions to the legal literature of 
the country. The volumes are neatly printed, and 
they are sold at a price which is even less than 
that of most of our current legal publications. 
The enterprise deserves the grateful recognition of 
the profession, for it is an incalculable advantage 
tohave the very highest legal adjudications thus 
made cheaply and conveniently accessible.

Roman Imperialism and oth:r Lectures and Essays. 

By J. R. Seeley, M.A. 12mo. pp. 335. Boston: 

Roberts Bros. 

The series of lectures from which this volume 
takes its title, were delivered at the Royal Institu- 
tion in 1869. They trace the rise of Imperialism 
in Rome from the quarrel between Cxsar and Bru- 
tus, and to the causes which led to the death of 
Czsar, the effects of Imperialism in Rome, and its 
results in subsequent ages. The remaining lec- 
tures contained in the volume are on “ Milton’s 
Political Opinions,” ‘“ Milton’s Poetry,’ “ Elemen- 
tary Principles in Art,” “Liberal Education in 
Universities,” “ English in Schools,” “The Church 
48 a Teacher of Morality,” and “ Teaching of Poli- 
tics,” an inaugural address delivered at Cam- 
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The essay upon Milton’s political opinion is a 
masterly production, clear in statement, broad and 
liberal in its views, logical in its conclusions and 
its diction, unsurpassabie in purity and elegance. 

A work from the pen of the author of “ Ecce 
Homo” must at once arrest the attention of rea- 
ders, and all who can find interest in intellectual 
writing cannot fail to take pleasure in the perusal 
of this book. 


Ad Clerum: Advices to a Young Preacher. By 
Joseph Parker, D.D., Author of “Ecce Deus.’’ 
12mo. pp. 266. Boston: Roberts Bros. 

The title of this volume might lead readers into 
the error of supposing it intended only for minis- 
ters of the church, whereas lay readers equally 
will find it a most entertaining work. The advice 
it offers is excellent and practical, and the author 
has the meritorious peculiarity of believing that 
humor is not immoral, and tempers his advice with 
so much genial kindliness and merriment, that we 
learn the moral, while smiling at the wit. The 
following are among the headings of chapters, and 
are suggestive of the theme discussed: Earnest- 
ness, Naturalness, Sensational Preaching, the Min- 
ister in the Pulpit, Published Sermons, Suburban- 
ism, Unsuccessful Men, Frameworks, &c. It is a 
somewhat singular coincidence that a book by the 
author of “* Ecce Deus’’ should be published simul- 
taneously with one by the author of ‘“‘ Ecce Homo,’’ 
and still more so, that both should be issued by 
the same publishing firm.

Mines and Mining of the Rocky Mountains, the 
Inland Basin, and the Pacific Slope. Comprising 
Treatises on Mining Law, Mineral Deposits, Ma- 
chinery, and Metallurgic Processes.

By Rossiter W. Raymond, Ph. D. pp. 805. 
New York: J. B. Ford & Co. 

Mr. Raymond is the United States Commissioner 
of Mining Statistics, and in March, 1870, he made 
a Report to the Secretary of the Treasury, embody- 
ing the statistics of mining in the States and Terri- 
tories west of the Rocky Mountains, including 
Colorado, New Mexico, Wyoming, and Montana, 
which are not wholly within that catagory. That 
report constitutes the present volume. The title 
of the work indicates the general subjects of which 
it treats, and under each of these heads a large 
body of detailed information is collected. We are 
not aware of any volume which contains such a 
body of facts and figures relating to this subject. 
In each of the States and Territories the condition 
of mining in all of the counties, respectively, is 
furnished in the statements enumerating different 
workings, the mode of operating, product, fineness, 
etc. Indeed, the work seems to us to be indispen- 
sable to all persons who are in any way directly 
connected with mining property in the Pacific or 
Rocky Mountain region.

It is worse than useless for anybody to flirt ra- 
pidly through Paris and some of the provincial 
portions of France, and then write a book in which 
the facts shall be pilfered from Murray, and the 
incidents be connected only with the external 
street life of the people. No one can make a pro- 
per use of his eyes or ears among a strange people 
unless he can converse in their own tongue with 
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those he meets, and has an opportunity of pene- 
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trating their domestic abodes. Miss Mulock, in her 
translation of Madame De Witt’s “ French Country 
Family,” showed an appreciation of French social 
life, which enables her to seize and interpret for us 
its salient points. Just at this moment her title, 
‘Fair France,’’ seems, alas, to be a misnomer.
